Q. Orthy Gentlemen, For the Infrufi- 
on of the Ignorant and ftopping the 
Moutiis of the Scepticks,you are defi- 


red to fatisfy the Publick,how our Sa- 
viour was exempted from the Legal Guile, mention’d 
in Lev. 5. 3. and 7. 21. when he put forth bis 
band and touched the Leper, Mat. 8. 9. 

A. Tothe Solution of this Difficulty for the Ig- 
norant and Sceptick both, the following Obfervatie 
ons may be of fome Service. 

1. That it is (omewhat probable, rhat the Pere 
fon whom our Saviour here touched (tho” he had the 
Leprofy upon him ) was not what the Law inrer- 
preted Unclean in the 13th Chaprer of Levitscus, 
which defcribes the feveral Laws and Tokens of 
that Diftemper, at the 12th and 13th Verfes we 
meet with this fomewhat ftrange and remarkable 
one, viz. That if the Lepr-fy broke ont abroad in the 
Skin, and cover'd the whole Man from the crown of 
the head to the fole of the foor, the Law look'd upon 
kim. as clean ; whereas, if it appear'd in one or fome 
few Spots only, be was accounted unclean. {f then che 
Leprofy, now under debate, was cf this kind, if the 
deleafed Perfon was totally overfpread with his 
Plague, our Saviour might very {ately touch him, 
without incurring any Legal Gult or Pollution ; 
and yec the deformity and noifomnefs of his Di- 
fieinper might neverchele(s juftify his faying, Be chou 
clean 2? Bur, 

2. Admitced this Leper was really uncleany ac- 
cording to the Senfe and Determination of the Law, 
yet there is {ome probability that the Priefts (even 
under that Oeconomy ) were allowed to approach 
fuch defeafed Perfons without Pollution. ‘Tis cer- 
tain they were a kind of Phyficians adminiftring 
to the Patienr, and in their daily Office about him 
cowd not but approach him very near. daron in 
the performance of his Office to Miriim, Numb. 
12, and the Priefts ( tho’ they are {aid ‘to have 
threft our Uzziab from the Houle of the Lord, 
2Chron. 26, 20.) are not taken notice of as Incur- 
ing any Legal Uncleannets thereby, how rea. 
fonable muft ic needs then be, that our Bleffed 
Saviour, who was a Prieft of a much Superior Or- 
der, Hed, 5. 6. thon'd elcape the Cenfure of a 


Law which thofe of an Inferior, and, who llv'd 
— it's Difpenfation, were not obnoxious to, 

ut, ' 
3. Admitting both Prieft and People were equal. 
ly obnoxious under the Law, yet cou'd not our 
Bleffed Saviour be fo. He con'd not, forafmuch 
as the Law that enacted this Uncleannefs, being 
but the thadow of the good things to’ come, of Tem- 
porary Continuance and Ceremonial Obfervations 
only, was voided and done away by the coming of: 
the Subftance and the Manifeftation of his Golpel, 
He cow'd nor, foraimuch as he himfelf, -being the 
Great Giver of that Law, had a referv'd Power in 
himfelf-of difpenfing with it ( even had it been’ im 
force then) upon any fuch Charitable Occafion, 
and aflerting his Prerogdrive of being Lord of the 
Law, as hedoes in a like Inftance his being Lord of 
the Sabbath, Mar. 2. 28. He con’d nor, laftly, 
for as much as his Divinity, which was principally 
employ’d in the Miraculous Cure of this Leper, 
was incapabie of all guilt, and coud not contract 
any Uncleannefs from it’s neareft approach to the 
moft pollured ching. '
